The study also would consider 
the advisability of enlarging the 
canal to allow aircraft carriers 
and “larger vessels of the future” 
to go through. Even now the 
largest carriers can’t make it and 
the 45,000-ton battleship Missouri 
can barely squeeze through. 

A decision must be made soon, 
since a project for a third set of 
locks already is un“erway. Exca- 
vation work has been completed, 
but the plans could be changed. 

The War Department favors a 
speedy study of the problem. In 
a letter to Committee Chairman 
Bland, Democrat, Virginia, Secre- 
tary of War Robert P. Patterson 
said: 

“The present plans were drawn 
so as to provide as much protec-

As for manufacturers’ prices, 
Bowles explained that the formula 
under which they were set takes 
into account legal increases in ma- 
terials prices, as well as approved 
increases in basic wage rate sched- 
ules since January, 1941.

“REASONABLE PROFIT” 

Bowles said the formula was de- 
to assure a reasonable 
profit based on a volume no high- 
er than that of 1941. 

“The most recent estimate of 
the Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration indicates,” Bowles stated, 
“that by June, 1946, the industry 
will be producing at the rate of

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An Enemy We Can Surely Destroy 


Not only Atlanta, but other large Amer- 
ican cities and areas, are menaced by a 
plague of rats, a plague more intense than 
this country has known before. 


This condition, especially in the port 
cities, is largely an invasion, an invasion 
of rats of foreign breed who have reached 
these shores because of the rush of war- 
time shipping. 


The rat is one of mankind’s most dan- 
gerous foes, chiefly because he carries on 
his body the insects which spread various 
dread diseases. It is possible, even prob- 
able, that rats coming here from distant 
lands may bring with them strange and 
foreign plagues, new to our people. 


Atlanta is infested with rats. Large 
rodents of the type that swarm in dark 
warehouses, in sewers and other places 
where cleansing sunshine does not reach. 
Efforts are now under way to wipe out 
the Atlanta rat infestation. The soldiers 


of science undertaking this task are using 
poison gas to destroy the four-footed 


enemy. 


According to New York news dis- 
patches, waterfront establishments have 
relied, in vain, on cats to hold their natural 
foes, the rats, in check. The large rats 
have turned the tables by killing the cats. 

If animal allies are needed in this war, 
far better to depend on rat terriers, fer- 
rets and other killers better equipped to 
cope with wharf or sewer rats. Cats are 
mousers, terriers are ratters. 


Science, however, gives us the poison 
gases with which Atlanta is fighting the 
dangerous, pestilential rodents. That seems 
by far the better way. 


And if modern America, with all its 
science, cannot quickly destroy a scourge 
of dangerous rats, there is something piti- 
fully weak about our awareness, our in- 


telligence or our initiative. 


To Modernize the Building Codes 


Representatives of the city of Atlanta 
and Fulton, DeKalb and Cobb counties 
will meet tomorrow to discuss adoption 
of modernized, uniform building codes for 
the entire metropolitan area.

To Discuss Cotton Problems

City Jammed A great many Americans are wondering about 
that, Every city is jammed. Every hotel is 

filled up with persons waiting in line for someone to check out. 
There.ought to be some cities that are going along normally, yet 
from every hamlet, town and city come reports of crowded streets, 
hotels bursting at the seams and restaurants selling out of food. 

I think I have the answer for New York. In one parking lot 
today I naticed cars from 16 different states. People are coming 
here to meet soldiers returning from overseas. 

They are staying for a week or so. Thousands of soldiers, 
released here each day, remain for a few days before getting home. 

That would be the answer for New York. 

But what are the inland cities doing swamped with visitors? 

I went around today to the Pennsylvania station and asked a 
few questions of MPs, USO. and sume of the merchants. 

Sailors, it seems, make the most noise getting out. When they 
unload they do a lot of yelling and even some singing. 

The soldiers mostly seem to be silent. They usually climb up on 
a bench for a shoe shine and sit there looking out over the crowds. 
Some flock to the barber shops and spend some of that mustering:- 
out money for “the works.” 


All of them give the clothing shops a run. 

No Suits One vendor of men’s suits told me: “I have been 

mailing suits all over the states. They can’t wait 
for me to get in stock, and I can’t get much. So they try on some- 
thing and even if it isn’t what they want they say to use that for 
size and ship them a suit so it will get there soon after they get 
home. They want a New York suit. I’ve mailed suits to 23 states. 

“It’s a shame they don’t have suits for these men, but you can’t 
buy them. You get just a few. I guess they are waiting for Janu- 
ary and the end of the taxes, Don't seem right, but that’s what 
is happening. 

“No, I don’t notice any special preference by sailors or séldiers. 
Just a suit, that’s what they want. Most of them have got under- 
wear. A lot of them have got suits at home. but of them 
have outgrown them, One little fellow came in here with his pal 
and waited while he tried to get a suit. ~ 

“I’m not buying,’ said the little guy. ‘I had five new suits 
before I went in and I telephoned home and my mother says the 
moths haven't touched them.’ He was lucky.” 

In the Pennsylvania station I got a touch of infiation. A cheese 
sandwich with a wisp of ham and a glass of milk somehow reached 
70 cents. Scotch is going at $1 per highball in some of the bars. 
Ham and eggs goes to $1.75 in some’ spots. This made me think 
nostalgically of my 25 hens at home which are on a slow-down, pro 
ducing four eggs per day. 

Prices, as observed in the windows, are going up. And in 
Washington there are pressure groups trying to get all controls 
off. We learn the hard way in this country.

Reason Totters As 


Statistics Go Wild 


Ever ready to delve into the whys and where- 

fores of the most pressing problems, your col- 

umnist has, of recent days, been carrying on a 

limited, one-man investigation of the housing problem. It is re- 

grétlable that, so far, no comprehensive solution of the puzzle 

springs to mind. At least, however, some phases of the perplexities 
faced by home builders and home seekers may be stated here. 

A group of building contractors in the home-building field talked 
with me. They were convinced that many folks blamed the builders 
unfairly, both for the scarcity of homes for sale or for rent and for 
the increused costs when a guy did manage to find a place on the 
market. 

Not only, said they, have costs of materials which go into a home 
rocketed upward, but today there are many essential materials not 
to be had at any price. 

“Do you expect,” said one, “a contractor to start work on a new 
house when he knows that tnability to buy plumbing, a bathtub, a 
kitchen sink or other essentials will force him to leave the place but 
half-finished?” 

“Well, no,” said I, it didn't seem likely. 

Another said there was too much unnecessary commercial con- 
struction going on. Said big building projects were taking material 
that could otherwise be used to build hundreds of small homes. 
However, it seemed to me that, speaking generally, the ‘type of 
material going into extensive commercial developments would not 
be the same type that is used in building a 5-room frame cottage. 

Of course, I'm a layman. That’s just an impression. I wouldn't 


really know. 

; They told me, as an example of mount- 
The Price of Brick ing costs, the price of brick is today at 
least three times what it was in 1941. Cause of the increase, they 
said, is higher labor costs, Well, there’s another statistical impasse. 
I approve of higher wages for labor, within reason at least. And 
if houses and shoes and shirts and potatoes are costing more, cer- 
tainly the guy who has onry his labor to sell should get more for 
that commodity. 

But, my informant hastened to add, there is no brick to buy, 
anyway. He said it was all going into big industrial building 
projects. Not available for homes. 

Another stumbling block facing home builders, they told me, is 
lack of doors and window frames. Because, they said, strikes have 
halted the producers of these essentials. The market, they said, is 
practically bare. 


They denied, emphatically, that builders were, 
Cost of Homes when building any homes at all, concentrating 
on the more costly residences—those in the $12,000 and upwards 
range, neglecting the home destred by the average discharged vet- 
eran and his young wife. Say costing from $5,000 to $7,500. 

They produced figures of building permits issued in Fulton 
county since early October. These show permits for approximately 
50 home units, ranging in cost from $1,000 to two $10,000 jobs. 
Most were around $3,000 or $4,000. However, as I understand the 
system by which building permits are issued, these figures represent 
the bare cost of construction and do not include cost of the real es- 
tate or the builder's and real estate agent's profits. In other words, 
the selling price will be substantially higher than the amount given 
in the building permit. 

Which leads us into another problem: 


Young couples, house-hunting, have complain- 
Cash Payments ed to me that the gap between the top mort- 
gage appraisals of homes and the asking price is too great. That gap, 
of course, equals the cash payment required of the home purchaser. 

Two young couples of my acquaintance found, in viewing ap- 
proximately 50 new homes (a few complete, most still in course of 
construction), that invariably the down payment ranged from $2,000 
to $3,000. Which is too much. Some of my builder friends denied 
this, saying any ex-GI should be able to buy a home in the $5,000- 
$6,000 class with a down payment of $1,000. One builder, however, 
said he didn't see how the payment on a new home like that cguld 
be less than $2,000. He said the banks and mortgage companies, 
believing present high prices only temporary, wouldn't “stick out 
their necks” on high mortgage appraisals, yet the builders had to 
get their investment, plus reasonable profit, out of each house. 

One man Said a house he built to sell, befdére the war, for $4,500, 
he had to sell today for $6,250, and that his net profit on the higher 
price was less than on the old $4,500 properties. 

Another Blamed lack of rental property on price ceilings, say- 
ing that cost of construction prevented profitable operation - of 
properties at rents permitted by the OPA. ; 

There are, it is evident, scores of statistical angles to this housing 
shortage. And it is basic fact that modern man, especially the 
business man, sees his world tottering into helpless confusion when

Pearl Harbor Probe 
Needs Higher Plane 


W ASHINGTON.—Republicans are still out te 
make a political football of the Pearl Harbor 
disaster. 

All of their efforts in connection with the current congressional 
investigation are being bent in this direction. 

What they are seeking to show is that the three previous official 
inquiries into the subject deliberately or otherwise withheld vital 
information which would have tended to hold top-ranking officials 
in Washington responsible for the failure of our Hawaiian com- 
manders, 

More specifically, the Republicans are hoping to lay the blame 
at the feet of the late President Roosevelt. 

The opposition line of attack is that Washington officials, know- 
ing war with Japan was imminent, failed to give proper warning to 
Adm. Kimmel and Gen. Short at Pearl Harbor. 

All sorts of sinister insinuations and gossipy reports are being 
peddied about. The gist of them is that Mr. Roosevelt was so de- 
termined to get us Into war that he was unwilling to do anything 
to prevent the Japs from striking first at Pear! Harbor, even though 
it meant the sacrifice of a large part of our fleet. 


Somehow it does not occur to these critics that 
Same Result we would not have been any the less at war with 
Japan if we had intercepted her fleet en route to Pearl Harbor and 
had sunk it before the treacherous blow was struck at our Hawaiian 
fortifications. : 

The whole Republican effort is centered not on showing the de 
gree of culpability of Adm. Kimmel and Gen. Short in failing to 
have their forces alerted to the attack, but rather in proving that 
they were not properly forewarned. 

Thus, we have had such statements from Republican members 
of the investigating committee as the charge that the Pear! Harbor 
disaster might have been averted if the Army and Navy had alerted 
their forces as well as J. Edgar Hoover had warned FBI agents in 
Hawaii. 

All of this calls for another review of the facts. Rep. John W. 
Murphy. of Pennsylvania, one of the Democratic members of the 
investigating body, took the floor of the house the other day to 
refute the Republican claims. 

He pointed out that the Navy Department, on Nov. 27, 1941, 14 
davs before the Pear! Harbor attack, dispatched 2 message to Adm. 
Kimmel which opened with this sentence: “THIS IS TOBE CON- 
SIDERED A WAR WARNING.” 

On the same day, he reminded, the Army sent the following 
message to Gen. Short: 

“Negotiations with the Japanese appear to be terminated to all 
practical purposes with only the barest possibility that the Japanese 
government might come back and offer to continue. Japanese future 
action’ unpredictable, but HOSTILE ACTION POSSIBLE AT ANY 


MOMENT.” 

: What could be plainer than these warnings? 
Plain Enough How could the two departments have gone 
further in telling the Hawaiian commanders to be on their guard? 

To argue in the face of these messages that improper warnings 
were sent out seems ridiculous. The War Department distinctly 
warned Gen. Short that “hostile action” was “possible at any mo- 
ment.” Navy officials began their message to Adm. Kimme! with 
the startling statement that “this is to be considered a war warning. 

There were various other messages, but these, dispatched a full 
10 days before the Japs struck, should have been sufficient. 

The Republicans obviously will get nowhere with their tactics, 
They do themselves and the country a disservice in trying to smear 
such men as Gen. Marshall, our great Army chief 6f staff; Secretary 
of State Hull. who is falsely accused of setting off the Pacific war, 
and President Roosevelt, who, the record shows, leaned over Dack- 
wards in trying to avoid a clash of arms with the Japs. 

So long as an effort is made to make a political football of the 
Pearl Harbor inquiry the investigation will be entirely futile. It 
should be placed on a higher plane.

PRINCETON, N. J.—More con- 
troversy has 
head of Gen. George S. Patton Jr. 
than around almost any military 
leader in this war. 

The colorful leader of the 15th 
Army who is temporarily in com- 
mand of United States forces in 
the European theater has during 
World War II found himself al- 
ternately loudly acclaimed and 
fiercely condemned. 

Be all reports about Gen. Pat- 
ton as they may, one thing is cer- 
tain: the majority of Americans 
think he is a “mighty good” gen- 
eral and because of this are wil- 
ling to overlook what some claim 
to be his faults. 

Some among his admirers say 
they think he is a far better mili- 
tary general than diplomat or 
peacetime administrator. These 
people express their admiration of 
the general in careful phrases: 

“He’s a great leader, but he 
talks too much. . .. The best gen- 
eral of the war, but he can’t keep 
out of trouble. ... He’s a win- 
ner, but he ought to elimihate just 
a little of the flourish. ... If he 
had as much tact as military bril- 
liance, he’d be perfect; but then 
who is?” 

ONLY FOUR out of every 100 
questioned in the survey came out 
bluntly and said, “I don’t like 
him.” Eighteen per cent were 
either unfamiliar with Gen. 
ton’s record or had no opinion. 

Other typical comments: 

“A crackerjack general... . 
Very good general but a slow 
thinker on other subjects. ...A 
man who likes to go out and get 
things done. . . . He may not be 
a great thinker but he’s a grect 
fighter. . . . Certainly high-hand- 
ed. . Best field general we 
have. 

“Darned good soldier with a 
darned big nouth. ...
